2.  Think  back  to  the  various  readings  you’ve  done  in  this  module — for  instance,  “Red  Dress — 
1946,”  “Jewish  Christmas,”  “Woodtick,”  or  any  other  piece.  Focus  on  a specific  scene  in 
your  selected  work  that  you  found  powerful,  funny,  or  memorable.  Now  imagine  that  you 
were  going  to  create  one  image  of  that  scene — a painting,  perhaps,  or  a photo  (assuming  you 
had  models  and  props). 

Think  about  what  you  want  your  audience  to  experience,  feel,  or  understand  from  your 
image.  Then  think  about  the  strategies  you’d  use  to  create  it.  Consider  things  like 
composition,  distance  and  perspective,  angle,  and  lighting.  Think  also,  of  course,  about  just 
who  or  what  the  subject  of  the  image  will  be  and  what  details  you  will  include. 

a.  When  you’ve  considered  all  these  things,  create  a sketch  of  your  image.  If  you  wish,  you 
can  also  make  a detailed  drawing. 
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b.  Next,  identify  the  scene  you’ve  created,  explain  what  you  want  your  audience  to 

experience,  and  identify  the  strategies  you’re  using,  or  would  use,  to  achieve  your  desired 
results. 
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Here  are  two  simple  statements.  Develop  one  of  them  into  one  or  two  interesting  and 
informative  paragraphs  through  the  use  of  details.
